The Engineering Co-operative 
Plan is becoming more and more 
popular with students, faculty, and 
industry. The primary purpose of 
this plan is to let engineering stu¬ 
dents receive practical experience 
while they are receiving technical 
college training. These students 
are required to be enrolled in col¬ 
lege for at least two quarters prior 
to being sent on a work assign¬ 
ment and must prove themselves 
scholastically capable of being an 
engineer. Even though the main 
purpose of co-operative education 
is to gain experience, these stu¬ 
dents are paid while on the job 
and many of them are able to pay 
their college expenses by this 
method. They will earn from 
$240 per month to about $350 per 
month, and during the two years 
of work, an average of about 
$6500 is paid by industry to each 
student. 

The co-operative position in in¬ 
dustry is not just another job. The 
University of Tennessee must ap¬ 
prove each position as to its train- ' 
ing value and each student is care¬ 
fully selected so as to get training 
which is suited to his choice of 
major in engineering. Students 
who start on a job while at the 
Martin Branch continue on the 
same job after transferring to 
Knoxville and there is no handi¬ 
cap to them due to starting in 
Martin.

problem concerns students who 
might do a quarter’s work their 
senior year at Knoxville (practice 
teaching for example) and yet be 
unable to obtain their degree at 
UTMB until that same course 
would be offered a year later. He 
said in such a case the commit¬ 
tee would try to make it possible 
for the student either to obtain 
his UTMB degree with the gradu¬ 
ating class at Knoxville or, even 
better, be able to transfer the 
credit to Martin in time to gradu¬ 
ate at once, rather than facing 
a delay of a year. 

Such problems and others con¬ 
stantly arise of a procedural na¬ 
ture, Mr. Meek stated, and the 
new committee will try to expe¬ 
dite them to the satisfaction of 
both Knoxville and Martin, and es¬ 
pecially to the satisfaction of the 
student concerned.

Below this part of 
the sign will be the names of the 
major departments of instruction 
at UTMB.
